FOLLOWING THE SEA. 


A Man Who Ras Dona It Tor Nearly 


Fifty Yean. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—Sea. life is hard to 


give up. I have talked with several captain* 
on the subject and they all agree. An old 
captain who has been to sea for more than 
forty years, said to me the other day: 


"You fellows who live on land don't know 


anything about the hardships of sea life. 
You growl all day because you have to work 
co hard, and then go home, turn In for all 
night, and forget all about it. But how 
would you like to be hauled cut of a bunk 
with a 'call all hands to shorten sail,' and get 
out on the end of a yard arm with nothing 
underneath you but the black water, and 
the wind blowing hard enough to take th« 
buttons of your coat? And the worst of th« 
matter is, we hardly make a living at it." 


Capt. Isaac Sherman, of Maine, has been 


going to sea for fifty years, He is perhaps 
the oldest active sea captain afloat. He was 
born in 182SJ. His father was a sea captain, 
and the son seems to 
have inherited his 
taste for sals water, 
for he says that 
when he was a 
small boy ho used 
to look out over his 
native 
diffs 
nfc 


Ponobscot bay and 
long for the time 
when 
he 
could 


tread tho quarter 
deck of a clipper. 
When he was 15 ho 
started out with his CAPT- ISAAO SHEBMA.W. 
father, and has been going to sea ever since. 
Ha has been around the globe some twenty 
times and lias nnrer been at homo moro than 
a year and a half at a time. He is one of the 
most popular men in tbe American carrying1 
trade, and he is known at shipping ports all 
over the world. 


Strange to say, although Capt. Sherman 


has been going to sea for nearly fifty years, 
he has never lost a vessel or had a mishap, 
This is a remarkable record. He nowhad 
command of tho Frederick Bilhngs, a ftno 
American ship, carrying over 4,000 tons, 
dead weight. Two years ago she cost SMV 
000. 
Capt. Sherman went through a hurri- 


cane in this ship off the coast of Ireland, near 
Cape Clear, and his description of it is vivid 
m the extreme. It blew great guns for seven 
hour?, and if tho Frederick Billings had not 
been a stanch ship she would have certainly 
gone down. Capt. Sherman has a remarka- 
ble memory. The other day I was down at 
a. ship chandler's store in South street, which 
is a rendezvous here for sea captains from 
all parts of the world, and an old fellow 
brought up Capt. Sherman's name, 


"The first time I met him," he said, "wa» 


in Appalachicola, Flo., and I never saw any- 
thing more of him for ten years. One day I 
was walking along one of the streets of 
Liverpool, and some one came up and slapped 
me on the back. I turned around and, by 
George, it was Sherman. He knew me right- 
away, although he hadn't seen me for ten 
years, and came up astern ut that." 


Most seafaring men have remarkable 


memories, and I account for it by the fact 
that they pass so much time by themselves. 
All tho events of their lives are gone over 
daily. Every incident, the slightest detail, 
becomes so familiar that it leaves an indelible 
impression. 
In- the course of their wander- 


ings around the world they minglo with 
every stratum of the human race, and a talk 
with an old sea captain, when one can be 
drawn out, is more interesting than the mos» 
exciting book of travels ever written,

EUNICE MAHWEE. 


The T.iut Itepresentatlve of tbe 1'equod 


Tribe of Indiana. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


YOHK, Jan. 30.—The journals re- 


cently contained an item announcing tho 
death, at tho age of 115, of Eunice Co'rtrell, 
of North Stonington, Conn., a great-grand- 
child of ths noted Philip, of Mount Hope, 
and many persons confounded her with 
Eunice Mahwee, who died several years ago, 
over 100 years old. Eunice Cottrell was not 
the "Last o£ the Pequods," as King Philip 
was a Wampauwag; but Eunice Mahwee un- 
doubtedly was the last pure blooded Peqaod 
the lost Indian descendant of the few cap- 


tives saved alive in 
that great raid 
which destroyed 
a nation. When the 
whites landed in 
New England, Sas- 
sacus, chief or em- 
peror of the Pe- 
quodg, ruled over 
twenty-six 
chiefs 


who could together 
bring 4,000 war- 
riors into the field. 
But he quarreled 


MAHWISI;. 
,v;th the English, a 


portion of his own people revolted, some of the 
subject tribes rose in rebellion, and in May, 
1837, Capt. John Mason led against the Pe- 
quod stronghold a motley force, including 
nearly 100 white men and three times as 
many friendly Indians. Early in Juna they 
surrounded tho Tequod stronghold at dawn; 
every school boy knows tho rest—how the 
solitary sentinel roused the Indians with the 
cry, 
"Owahnux! 
Owahnux!" 
(English- 


men), 
how 
tho fort 
was burned and 


700 Indians destroyed; how tho remnant of 
tho nation was attacked again and again, till 
only a haudtul escaped to tho Mohawks, by 
whom Sassacus was murdered. 
The pain- 


fully pious repoit of Mason concludes: 


God is obovo us! Ho laughs his enemies 


and tho enemies of tbe English to scorn. 
Thus does the Lot d judge among the heathen, 
tilling the placo with dead bodies!" 


In these days Now Englanders teach many 


beautiful lessons on an "Indian policy" to far 
western men; Imt in those days, as a witty 
descendant has put it, "they first fell on their 
knees and then fell on the aborigines " 


Among the captured Pequods was one 


Mahwc<?s>«m, and 100 yean later his de- 
scendant, Gideon Mahweo, became sachem of 
a little band composed of the surviving Pe- 
quods, Narnig-ansetts and others. In 1741 
the Moravian missionaries converted King 
Mahweo and many others; tbe tribe flour- 
ished greatly for ;a while, but afterward de- 
clined or faded away by intermarriage, till 
but one pure blooded Pequod remained, 
namely, Eunice Mahwee, granddaughter of 
King Gideon. One hundred years after the 
conversion of tho king a farmer plowed up a 
headstone, bearing an inscription in the 
German language. The Moravian Historical 
society of Bethlehem, Pa., heard of i% 
and 
sent 
an 
agent, who 
proved it 


to be tho headstone of Gottlieb Butt- 
ner, one of tho two earliest missionaries 
at Sbekcmeko. Eunice Mabweo was bora 
in Derby, Conn., in 1750, and lived to be 
over 100 years old. Her father was King 
Gideon's second son, and the family lived in 
the white men's fashion from her earliest 
recollection, but often received visits from 
their wilder kinsmen, of whom she in child- 
hood was terribly afraisJ. She was twice 
married and tho mother of nine children, all 
of whom she outlived. Her descendants were 
numerous, all of mixed blood, and long be- 
fore her death there was not a pure blooded 
Indian on the little reservation. Thus, after 
outliving all her race and sinking into sec- 
ond childhood, the last of the Pequods died 
»f pure old age.

Admired By Those Who Knoir Him Best, 


Notwithstanding: tbe Saeens of Hi* Ito- 
tractors—Hi* Newspaper, His Houses, 
Hl» Autographs and Works of Art.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 30.—George William 


Cbilcls is ono of those who, whilo still in pos- 
session o£ the good gifts of life, has been the 
object of much extravagant eulogy and not a 
little venomous abuse. He has an immense 
following of friends and admirers, by whom 
bo is worshiped arid regarded as a god 
rather than a man, while his detractors can- 
not say enough to belittle his character and 
underrate the importance of his services to 
his age and generation. 


if is successes have all been achieved within

The Public Ledger building he is surrounded 
by portraits of eminent printers, by the 
rare works of their hands and by nil sorts 
of epeiidid tirt symbols of the fascinating 
craft of book making.

presentation, on Oct. 7,1808, of the Printers' 
cemetery, Woodlands, to the Philadelphia 
Typographical society. The employes of his 
establishment are treated invariably with 
consideration and liberality. As one instance 
of thia liberality, or justice, let me rather 
say, ho refused to reduce the rate of payment 
of his compositors at a timo when the re- 
duced ratos wore in operation in every print- 
ing office in Philadelphia except his own. 
When the reduction had been formally sanc- 
tioned by tho Typographical union, and 
when his employes, in ari interview with 
him, had expressed their willingness to ac- 
cept tho reduced rates, his icplywas: "My 
business i« prosperous, why should not my 
men share in my prosperity y" 


On coming to Philadelphia to seek his for- 


tune, a good specimen of the typical friend- 
less boy, he first found odd jobs to do m a 
book store, and somewhat later got regular 
employment in tho old office of The Public 
Ledger; at which time, according to report, 
ho termed tho resolution of becoming the 
proprietor of that popular newspaper. When 
at tho head ot the firm of Childs & Peterson, 
ho not only niado fame and fortune through 
his energy and enterprise, but gained a na- 
tional reputation for the unusual wisdom 
which he displayed in bringing out works of 
intrinsic literary worth, From this con- 
nection ho withdrew in order to purchase 
The Public Ledger, a venture which must 
have required some courage, since at that 
timo it was losing money. His management 
wns judicious, and tho circulation soon grew 
to (10,000 copies daily. The new building, 
which ho erected some years ago, stands upon 
tho site of tho old one; so that tho proprietor, 
at tho present day, is doing business on the 
very spot \* ht'ro he took his first step on the 
ladder of fame, nearly forty years ago,

Philadelphia house, on the corner of Walnut 
and Twenty-second streets—scene ot many a 
well remembered banquet and imposing 11 
tivity; a delightful country seat at Long 
Branch; and Wootton, a country seat near 
Philadelphia, whrjb. for some years has been 
his favorite residence. 


"Wootton had been made famous by the 


munificent hospitalities which have been 
celebrated there during the last five or six 
years. It is one of the finest specimens of a 
Queen Anne country seat to be found in this 
country, and is furnished with the gorgeous 
and somewhat fantastic splendors that be- 
longed to that period. The decorations ore 
elaborate beyond description, while the dis- 
play of costly articles of virtu is simply 
amazing.

About half of this grand collection was ob- 
tained by his own exertions, and for the rest 
he is indebted to the invaluable bequest of 
Mr. and Mrs. C. P. Hall, who made him the 
heir of their entire autographic fortune (that 
of millionaires], accumulated during the 
eventful years of their distinguished literary 
career. Mr. Childs' collection now contains 
autographs, characteristic letters of extreme 
interest; frequently, in the case of authors, 
original manuscripts of popular works, and 
relics of every description of all the most 
distinguished representative men and women 
who have lived within the memory of the 
presen't generation, and those ot a large num- 
ber of earlier celebrities who flourished dur- 
ing the Eighteenth and at the beginning of 
the Nineteenth centuries. 


No class is omitted; diplomacy and the 


drama, science and society, art, literature 
and poetry, are all equally well represented 
in this well filled shrine of the mosque. The 
great poets and novelists of the brilliant 
Victorian era, and the literary giants of 
former eventful epochs, military heroes, 
theatrical celebrities, lords and ladies ad 
libitum, kings, queens, emperors and presi- 
dents are here found united, through their 
various symbols, in honored and peaceful 
companionship.

at which Byron composed his latest work, 
engraved with the coat of arms of the noble 
lord, and containing a portion of the manu- 
script of "Don Juan," and that also of a short 
original poem, is a specimen ot the relic? in 
which this invaluable'collection is so rich; a 
beautiful miniature of George Washington, 
with a lock of hair in the handsome case, is a 
second. The library, of which this collection 
forms a sort of holy of holies, is one of the 
.most valuable in the country, and it would 
be a pleasure, if space permitted, to describe 
some of its rare editions and folios de lune. 


Tho»situation of Wootton is unrivaled. The 


grounds are of surpassing beauty and pos- 
ses9 many features of unusual interest. Tho 
botanical collection is superior, while in the 
model farm and dairy neatness and con- 
venience of arrangement are carried to each 
a point of perfection that you feel, after be- 
ing shown through them, as if you had been 
paying a visit to Utopia. 


Nor must I forget to mention Wootton's 


Memorial grove, as it is called—a fluo grove 
of youug trees, which have all been planted 
at various times by the proprietor's dis- 
tinguished guests: Longfellow, Hawthorne, 
Gen. Grant, Charles Dickens, Dean Stanley,

driucls, 100 years hence, when time lias en.

such romantic fashion, will be considered a 
sacred grove, and will be visited by tho pil- 
grims of art and literature from all parts of 
the world. 


It cannot be denied, even by Mr. Childs' 


most rancorous opponents, that his career 
has been one of exceptional splendor, origi- 
nality ami beneficence; but certain of our 
modern Athenians, tired of hearing o£ the 
shining iiualitias and uniform success ol 
the philanthropist, have made him the butt 
of tlioii1 keen arrows of wit aud sarcasm. 
Though when all is said the only genuins 
charge that has over been brought against 
him is the umiublo weakness of being too 
fond of t'k'gaucp, notoriety and display, and 
similar so called petty foibles, which, upon 
examination, may prove to be qualities rather 
than defects. In point of fact Mr. Childs 
belongs to a type of character well known in 
older civilizations, but still uncommon in 
this country, and likely, therefore, to be 
misunderstood. He is not only a philanthro- 
pist, but still more specifically a connoisseur, 
a collector, an organizer, a patron of art, a 
man of affairs, and, above all, a man with 
a Napoleonic genius for society, as his life 
has proved. 


At a time when by far the greater number 


of our millionaires are using their immense 
money power—too often obtained by the 
most unscrupulous means, seldom otherwise 
than by speculation and stock gambling— 
simply to secure their own selfish aggrandize- 
ment; when many of them, in the reckless 
pursuit of this end, are sapping tho very 
foundations of our material prosperity by 
corrupting political organizations and creat- 
ing business panics, it -would appear to bo 
singularly ignoble and ungrateful, to say the 
least of it, to endeavor to pick flaws in the 
character of this man, who is earning- hl» 
money honestly and expending it wisely and 
beneficently, not only in helping the unfor- 
tunate, but also in promoting and stimulat- 
ing the highest interests of literature and 
art.

The Truck-Walking Tramp. 


Tho annual report for 1887 of the railroad 


commissioners of Michigan contains the fot 
lowing passage, which deserves the careful 
consideration of railroad officers and of legis- 
lators; 


•'The army of trespassers upon trains and 


tracks, made up largely of the irrepressible 
tramps that swarm through the country, and 
generally along tho routes of the railroads, 
oftentimes stealing hand cars, turning 
switches, Bring bridges and buildings, and 
committing other depredations upon the line 
of road they infest, as usual figures largely 
in tho casualty reports to this office. No 
fewer than fifty-seven of that restless clasa 
were killed, outright, and forty-five others in- 
jured on the railroads of the state during the 
last year; and still, unrestrained as they are 
by police regulations of sufficient stringency 
to prevent their intrusion upon the path of 
the locomotive, the 'courseof their slaughter' 
goes mercilessly on. Possibly fate has no 
better fortune in store for these pool- out- 
casts, but it does seem as if the law making 
power might place some restrictions upon 
their habit of walking railroad tracks with- 
out prejudice to the convenience and liberty 
of the resident citizen."

ST. FABL, Minn., Feb. 2—An industrial 


parade, t hat took two hours in passing a 
given point was the chief carnival at- 
traction yesterday afternoon. All the re- 
tail ana wholesale trades, the manu- 
facturing interests and commercial or- 
ganization* were represented by floats. 
The ctty goY«rnm«nt, beaded by the fire 
department and followed by the street 
force of one thousand men carrying 
»hov»ls, picks, etc., mad» up the first di- 
vision. One feature was a turnout of 
one hundred commercial travellers In tall 
hats and black ulsters, who walked the 
entire length of the line. 


In the evening the palace was illuminat- 


ed, and a wedding took place within Its 
walls. The bridal pair wer» O. G. Brown, 
a commission dealer, and Miss Eva N. 
Nelson, of this city. A platform was 
built near the center of the palace, and on 
this the couple took the vows that made 
them man and wife, while ten or fifteen, 
thousand people crowded 
around th* 


palace and tried to gat within nelng 
distance. 


Senator E. W. Durant, who is traveling 


under the title of Boreatls daring the car- 
nival, conferred on the groom the order of 
Knight of Matrimony. 


The great curl ing bonspiel began In the 


morning, and though th» ice was not in 
good condition late in the day, It was kept 
up on til late in the afternoon. Twenty-six 
rinks were entered. As there were sever- 
al tits, nineteen heads were played. 
At 


the close of play several of the strong 
Winnipeg clubs were still in the lists 
for to-day's play. The Winnipeg rink, of 
which Frazer Is skip, and Chicago rink, 
McKay skip, tied, and on the play off Mc- 
Kay's rink was beaten by a score of 
seventeen to eighteen. There is a great 
deal of interest in the bonspiel, and curl- 
ing will be'one of the chief attractions for 
the rest of the carnival. 


Ice-Bound Maine. 


BOCKI.A.ND, Me., Feb. 2.—The first ar- 


rival of freight since Thursday came over 
theKnox & Lincoln railroad Thursday 
night, being carted across the Kennobec 
at Bath on the Ice.

The local fishermen 
complain of the severity oC the cruiser's 
captain in carrying out his instructions 
They have suff ered great loss and would 
much rather that the Americans should 
fish in the ir tipters than that the cruiser 
should get clear of the ice.
